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Sir: 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action 
of March 27, 2006. The restriction requirement divides Applicants application into no less than 
10 different groups, irrespective of the fact that all of the groups are classified in class 424, 
subclass 725. Since all the groups can be searched in class 424, subclass 725, there would be 
only a minor burden on the part of the Examiner to examine all of the claims at issue. Indeed, 
MPEP § 803 states as follows: 

"If the search and examination of an entire application can be made without 
serious burden, the Examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it 
includes claims to independent or distinct inventions." 
Accordingly, in view of the clear mandate of the MPEP, Applicants respectfully request 
that the Examiner withdraw the restriction requirement. 

For the purposes of complying with the restriction requirement, Applicants elect group 
III, presently directly to claims 5-18. 
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The Examiner's attention is respectfully alerted to the fact that an Information Disclosure 
Statement is being concurrently filed. This Information Disclosure Statement is based on 
information received from an International examining authority. 

In view of this response, an early action on the merits of the entire application, is 
respectfully requested.
